Twenty-one patients have obtain- 
ed their release from St. Elizabeths 
hospital on writs of habeas corpus 
in the last four months. This is 
a record in local court history. 
Prior to last April, the number af 
patients released from St. Eliza- 
beths on writs, rarely exceeded 
three a year. 

Nineteen other patients have ap- 
plied for their release on writs of 
habeas corpus, and it is estimated 
that there are fully 2,000 others 
the hospital who, if they de- 
could make application for 
such writs. 

Psychiatrists at St. Elizabeths, 
while chary about making any com- 
ment, do not try to hide their feel- 
ing of alarm over the record-break- 
ing number of patients who aré 
getting out. 

A majority of the patients re- 
leased, they say, are still mentally 
siek, utterly helpless, and in some 
cases, dangerous. One man, who 
was released last week, is said to 
have openly threatened to kill his

TU SEEK COMPLETE 


DATA ON ACCIDENTS 


Resolution Calls on States to| 


Supply Accurate Reports 
to Government. 


NATION-WIDE CONTROL 
BELIEVED IN PROSPECT 


Local Legislation to Enable 
Collecting of Facts Urged 
for Some Areas. 


Nation-wide accident control ef- 
fected by a trained corps of work- 
ers operating by a suré and prac- 
tidal working plan under govern- 
ment supervision is a future pros- 
pect in the interest of safety as the 
result of action taken yesterday at 
the closing session of the accident 
prevention conference in the May- 
flower hotel. 

In a series of resolutions adopted 
by the body a plan was set forth for 
the complete accumulation of all 
data on accidents, which the con- 
ference has agreed is the ground 
foundation upon which accident 
prevention may be built. 

If this plan is to be realized, it 
must be realized through State la- 
bor departments reporting to the 
bureau of labor statistics in Wash- 
ington. By this means the States 
will be actually cooperating with 
each other in a single body. 


Legislation Suggested. 


The resolutions stipulate that 
the information supplied should 
present the reports of accidents ac- 
cording to the amount of employ- 
ment and exposure, that is, that it 
should represent the number of cas- 
ualties According to the number of 
hours of labor or exposure within 
which the casualties resulted. 

Since the State laws frequently 
fail to provide for such scientific 
and efficient gathering of informa- 
tion, it is further provided that the 
State laws should be supplemented 
so as to comply with this plan. 

A resolution was presented sug- 
gesting that the conferences be held 
annually in Washington, in order 
that the wore begun by the present 
conference might be completed. 
This was ‘referred to Secretary of 
Labor Davis for his consideration. 
The conference was called by Sec- 
retary Davis. 


Statistics Held Requisite. 


Richard H. Lansburgh, secretary 
of labor and-industry of Pennsyl- 
vania, made it plain in the first 
paper of the afternoon that this 
system of the collection of sound 
statistics properly compiled is the 
requisite pathway to the beginning 
of accident prevention. 

A resolution extending to Secre- 
tary Davis and Ethelbert Stewart, 
commissioners of: labor statistics, 
the thanks of the delegates was 
adopted. J. H. Crawford, of Kan- 
sas City, Mo., was chairman of the 
committee submitting the resolu: 
tions. 

David J. Price, of the bureau of 
chemistry of the Department of 
Agriculture, gave a paper on dust 
explosion hazards in industrial 
plants. E. B. Patton, of the Depart- 
ment of Labor of New York, and 
Thomas P. Kearnes, of the division 
and hygiene of Ohio, led 
Mr. Lansburgh’s 
paper.

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All Declared hiniine. Owned 
by Alien Enemies and 
Believed Seized. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Howard Sutherland, alien prop- 
erty custodian, was asked yesterday 
by Senator Borah (Republican), 
Idaho, for information concerning 
a reported transfer to the British 
government of $125,000,000 worth 
of American securities seized dur- 
ing the war from German owners. 

Senator Borah said the transfer 
was negotiated by Thomas W. Mil- 
ler, former custodian, after a 
United States court had held that 
his office had a priority claim to 
the securities over the British. 

“I am informed that there is an 
agreement or contract between the 
alien property custodian, Mr. Mil- 
ler, and the British government, 
relative to turning over certain 
property to the British govern. 
ment,’’ the senator wrote Mr. Suth- 
erland. 


Terms in the Contract. 


‘“‘As I understand the facts, gen- 
erally speaking, this contract covers 
some $125,000,000 worth of Amer- 
ican securities and dividends accru- 
ing thereon owned by German alien 
enemies and represented by certifi- 
cates of stock deposited in England 
and registered in what is commonly 
known as ‘street names.’ 

“At the outbreak of the war, or 
shortly thereafter, these stock cer- 
tificates were delivered by the re- 
spective bailees to the British pub- 
lic trustee as being enemy-owned. 

Much of this stock consisted of 
American railway shares, such as 
Pennsylvania, Baltimore & Ohio, 
New York Central, and, in addition, 
the United States Steel Corporation. 


Seized by United States. 


“When the United States entered 
the war, the alien property custo- 
dian seized these stocks upon the 
books of the respective companies 
and all rights, title, and interest of 
the enemy owner.” 

Recalling litigation which was in- 
stituted, Senator Borah said that 
the Supreme court held- that the 
United States had taken no steps to 
assert its paramount power and that 
therefore it stood ‘‘in its usual at- 
titude of indifference when title to 
the certificate is lawfully obtained.”’ 

The senator also said he under- 
stood negotiations were pending 
with the Canadian goyernment rel- 
ative to alien property and if this 
were true he would appreciate in- 
formation on the subject.

INDORSED BY CITIZENS| 


Arlington County Association 
Expresses Confidence in 
Highway Body. 


OPPONENTS ARE ASSAILED 


Unanimous indorsement was giv- 
en toa resolution offered by J. 
Cloyd Byars at a special meeting of 
the’ Arlington Citizens association, 
with President H. C. Corbett pre- 
siding, supporting the Lee Highway 
association in the selection of the 
southern route for the Lee boule- 
vard. 


The resolution sets forth that the 
Lee boulevard, as planned, is to be 
the most magnificent boulevard in 
the world, and will be a part of the 


system of boulevards radiating from 
the National Capital. 

The Arlington citizens last night 
in @ mass meeting resolved: 

“That we have faith in the hon- 
esty, integrity and public spirit of 
the officials of the Lee Highway as- 
sociation, and deplore the vicious 
methods employed by certain local 
groups to further their own selfish 
interests by casting reflections upon 
and questioning the motives of 
those responsible for the selection 
of the southerly route. 

“That the Lee boulevard, being a 
national, not a local, highway, its 
location should be determined by 
men of broad vision, with a 
National outlook, free from local 
prejudice and political influence. 

“That the logical route for a 200- 
foot boulevard, with additional 
space on each side for parks, -is 
through open country, and not 
through villages and towns, as. is 
being advocated by opponents *of 
the southern route.”’ 

The resolution further states that 
an enhancement in values of proper- 
ties adjacent to the Lee boulevard 
is inevitable, but the wild specula- 
tion and deplorable conditions men- 
tioned do not exist outside the 
minds of certain disappointed indi- 
viduals. The president announced 
that copies of the resolution will be 
sent to the county, State and Fed- 
eral authorities in the location of 
the boulevard, and to the Lee High- 
way association. 

Following considerable discussion 
on the resolution, President H. C. 
Corbett announced the appointment 
of a special committee consisting 
of J. Cloyd Byars, John P. Agnew, 
J. H. Brewer, R. T. Orrison and H. 
H. Banford, to arrange for a spe- 
cial meeting to be held at the school 
Monday night to further discuss the 
Subject.

Lawyers Here Assailed. 


The conduct of certain classes of 
racticing attorneys in Washington. 
D. C.. was condemned at the clos- 
ing session today. 

In adopting the report of its com- 
mittee on ethics and grievances, the 
association vigorously assailed a 
few of the Capital City lawyers who 
are engaged in patent practice and 
“who assume they are not bound by 
the rules of ethical conduct applic- 
able to other lawyers’’ and another 
class of attorneys who “‘‘specialize in 
handling claims before the various 
commissions,’ some of whom 
“openly solicit. business,’’ and oth- 
ers who do so ‘‘under the guise ot 
calling the attention of claimants to 
‘heir alleged rights.”’ 

The report declared none of the 
lawyers in either class were mem- 
bers of the assoctation. 

Senator Thomas J. 
Montana, member of the Senate ju- 
diciary committee, was attacked b) 
the convention in adopting the re- 
port of its committee on uniforn 
judicial procedure. The committee 
recommended concerted action on 
the part of the association in seek- 
ing to force congressional action on 
1 pending bill which would simplify 
procedure in Federal courts. 

Of Senator Walsh the report said: 
“The influence of Senator Thomas 
J. Walsh has been sufficient to hold 
the bill in Senate committee in spite 
of a conceded majority.

“Why is it that representative 
government is viclated and a few 
men permitted to suppress this es- 
sential legislation in committee?’’ 

In conclusion the report said: 

“There ought to be some way of 
overcoming a personal legislative 
influence of a character that can de- 
feat a majority, the public will, and 
the administration of justice 
smothering bills in committee.

ate that the judges and lawyers, as 
well as commerce, are entitled to 
and expect a report regardless of 
personal wishes of a few influen- 
tial senators.’’

Two Views of the Bar 
Association’s Action 


The condemnation by the Ameri- 
can Bar association at the close 
yesterday of its convention in Den- 
ver, Colo., of the practices of ‘‘cer- 
tain classes of Washington attor- 
neys,’’ was characterized as a mere 
contiuance of the ‘‘propaganda’’ by 
which the American Patent Law 
association hopes to gain control of 
the patent business of the country, 
Edward L. Rice, local patent attor- 
ney, stated last night. 

This ‘‘propaganda scheme" 
been given the sanction of the 
American Bar association, Mr. Rice 
charged, because the American Pat- 
ent Law association has practical 
control of the patent section of the 
association. 

A “certain class of -Washington 
patent attorneys’ do employ un- 
ethical methods in law practice, 
Parker Dodge, secretary of the 
American Patent Law association, 
stated yesterday when he learned 
of the condemnation of the bar as- 
sociation. He said: 

“That there is basis for criticism 
of the practice of certain patent at- 
torneys in Washington has been 
generally conceded, and the asso- 
ciation actively supported the com- 
missioner of patents at hearings be- 
fore committees of Congress dur- 
ing the last session, when the com. 
missioner was seeking 
legislation to enable him to control 
this situation. Our association is 
heartily in accord with the efforts 
of the bar associatoin to prevent 
improper practice, not only in 
Washington but elsewhere.”

REFORESTING NEW YORK, 

In the early history of the State of New York 
any thousands of acres which 
agricultural lands were covered with forests. 
Every species of timber indigenous to the 
northern section of the Atlantic slope was to 
be found somewhere in the State. The west- 
ern counties were prolific in the hardwoods, 
maple, beech, elm, walnut, hickory, several 
varieties of oaks, chestnut, poplar and birch, 
and vast forests of white pine, hemlock and 
spruce abounded. But the demand for agricui- 
tural land and the growinz market for lumbér 
caused the early cutting of the soft species 
wherever the canal, and later the railroads, 
made it possible to reach a market. Then, too, 
the pioneers found that by burning the hard- 
woods and “‘leaching’’ the ashes it was possible 
to obtain potash, and potash was excellent cur- 
rency with which to pay the land companies 
{he payments due on mortgages. Clearing the 
land was the principal occupation of the rural 
population during the winter months. Millions 
of feet of timber, q@vhich would mean fortunes 
to the owners today, were absolutely wasted in 
the clearing process.

G. K. Nichol, vice president of the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation, re- 
signed, ‘effective yesterday, and J. 
Harry Philbin, chief of the ship 
sales department of the corporation, 
was appointed to succeed him by 
Brig. Gen. A. C.‘ Dalton, new presi- 
dent. 

Gen. Dalton also announced he 
had accepted the _ resignation ‘of 
Louis H. Chalot, special assistant 
to the president, and that the posi- 
tion would remain vacant for the 
present.

These answers may get your ques- 
tions cut of the way, but they leave 
untouched the very important mat- 
ter of what to do in the case of dog 
bite. 

As a rule, dogs have reasonably 
clean mouths. Big game hunters 
say that the mouths of lions, tigers, 
and leopards are generally infective, 
Bites from these animals must be 
savagely cauterized else blood pois- 
oning results. It is customary to 
cauterize a dog vite, clean around it 
well, and then treat it as an ordi- 
nary wound. If the dog is not mad 
nothing else need be’ Gone. It is 
unsafe to assume that the dog is 
not mad. There should be proof.

To get this proof confine the dog 
securely. Keep him comfortable, 
and watch bim. If he appears well 
and remains so for ten days the dan- 
ger of rabies is eJiminated.

FREIGHT AATE INCREASE 


DENIED BY COMMISSION 


: Five Per Cent Boost for West- 
ern Roads Held Not 
Warranted. 


DECREASE ALSO R 


(By 
Declaring that no financial emer- 
rency existed in the Western dis- 


trict as a whole, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission yesterday 
denied the application of the rail- 
roads in that territory for a blanket 
increase of 5 per cent in freight 
rates. 

| It also denied the petition of se- 
'curity holders of Northwestern car- 
iriers for an additional 15 per cent 
| horizontal increase in rates in 
| Western trunk line territory, and 
held the earnings of the roads in 
the West, as a whole, had not been 
such as to warrant at this time a 
general downward revisionaf rates 
on farm products, including live 
stock. 

The commission admitted, how- 
ever, there were many inequalities 
in the rate structures in certain 
sections of the West which should 
be corrected, and said its conclu- 
sions were without prejudice to the 
determination of issues in its gen- 
eral investigation of the country’s 
freight rates, as ordered by Con- 
gress. 

While fuller information was said 
to be necessary before any action 
could be taken as to rates on agri- 
cultural products, which it was 
specifically required to investigate 
under terms of the Hoch-Smith reso- 
iution, the commission suggested 
that the roads, in proposing rate 
changes to improve earnings or 
rectify inequalities, should ask no 
advances in rates on farm products 
except where particular charges 
need adjustment to remove incon- 
sistencies, or where it could be 
shown that the products are not 
affected by depression. 


CITY LOSES $30,000 
IN AUTO-TAG FEES 


‘Coombs Figures Reduction 
Cost; 128,427 Licenses 
Issued in Year. 


The District lost approximately 
$30,000 in license fee collections 
‘due to reduction of the cost of auto- 
mobile licenses, according to the 
annual report of Wade H. Coombs, 
superintendent of licenses, filed 
with the commissioners vesterday. 

Coombs reported that collections 
in his office for the fiscal year 
ended recently were $310,033.85, as 
compared with $372,707.97 the pre- 
ceding year. This would seem to 
‘indieate a falling away of license 
‘revenue to the extent of $62,000 
‘during the year, but the report ex- 
‘plains that $33,000 of the 1925 
license return consisted of fees for 
operators’ permits and these fees 
were collected last year by the di- 
rector of traffic. 

The number of automobile 
censes issued was 128,427, an in- 
crease of 16,272 over the preceding 
\year. There were 14,454 miscel- 
‘laneous licenses, err r4 revenue 
‘amounting to $172,095.3
